was anciently of right for many Ages under the Furiſdittion, if 
not Viſitation of the Biſhop of Lincolne, as ht was their Dio-

| Neſkeren he ſairh juſt-nothing : for before Oxford was made 
a Biſhoprick, 'twas never denyed bur the Biſhop of LZixcolne 
was Dioceſan over the Parochiall Churches, nor the Clergic 
there be within his juriſdiftion, quatenus Ordinarixe loci, but 
whatis that to the Viſitation of the Vniverſity , being quire 
another thing, and belonging of rightto the King, or to ſuch 
as are immediately ſent by him; as W. P. _ edgeth their 
faying,-p42.54.and maketh it a doubr. himſelte , whether the 
Vniverfity. was anciently of right under the Viſitation of 'the 
Biſhop of Lz#ncolne, becauſe he faith (if not Viſitation)whereby 
he maketh his Poſition not poſitive, contrary to all Logick: 
And the proofes he brings for his firſt Poſition, makes the 
truth of it more ſufpitipus ; for he hath them all-out of Hiſto- 
ry, as Matthew Paris, B. Goodwin, Arch-Biſhop Barker, p. 4, 
5, 6, 7. and not out of any authority of Law : And a moſt 
learned Lawyer adviſerh Students to take heed of Chronicle- Sir Edam: 
Lay as falſe and erroneous. And all:his Hiftoricall proofes Fre 
doe not affirme that the Biſhops of Zixcolne did viſit out:of ***

Secondly , that it was annciently of Right, vil ſa cotinned till 
this Parliament under the viſuation end juriſdittion pf the Arch- 
biſhops of Canterbury, 4s Metropolitans (who have frequently 
viſited this Univerſity, and Cambridge too) & being withiy 
their Province, 4nd have. been acknowledged and e4judged by 
XK. Richard 2. K. Henry 4. \4nd aw whole. 'P erliament in. hy 
Raigne; and by K. Charles himſelfe, upon ſolemne Debate to be 
lawfull Fiſitors of it, de Jure.

No King of England, before Hen. 8. ever wiſuting either of the 
aiverfrinn, for ovght appears by 4ny Authentique Records. | 
+ This Poſition isnot doubtfulland uncertain as theformer ; 


but yet it wantsnot that fault(which is uſual with him)ofcon- 
cradition to lus formerpoſition , forif it was Aunciemly of 
Right, andſo-continucd till this Parliament, for the Arch- 
ithop of Camterbwry to vifit the Univerſities, de Fare, (as be 
ks) and fo adjudeed by three Kings, and one. Parliament; 
en it could not Anciently and of right be viſited by the Bi- 
ſhops of Lincolwe, which he avers in his firſt poſition : Bat 
this ſecond, nor the proofes and records he brings-1n it, doth 
ivoany jot of ſatisfaQtion to the Yniyerfity Plea, butthat rhe 
ight of Viſitation is ſtill in the Crowne, and eyer was anun- 
doubted Right of the Crowne : And that theſe Vilitations of 
the Arch-Bithops,. unlefle they had Commiſſion'ſo to doe, 
under the Kings owne proper Broad Seale, -were meere_uſur- 
pations uponthe Crowne,which I ſhall make thus ſhortly and 
plainly to appeare.

tho erecting of Buildings that makes an Vniverſity, but the 
dedicating and confecrating of a place,(wherther already builr 
or to be builr) to _— as 2 In 0 
Learning to perpetuity, ee” of it with Goyer- 
nours. Statutes, and Lawes, the Endowment of it with Fran- 
ehifes, Priviledges, Immunities, &c. (which none can doe 
bur the King) OY and progly the Foundation of an 
Vniverſiry. Ir is an old Rule in , Patronum. faciunt Dos, 
edificatio, fandus, cither of theſe three make a man a Founder, 
H—_—_— firſt, which is Endowment, being to an Vni- 
verfiry all in all ; and therefore as Foundcr of the Vniverſities, 
the Righrof Viſiearion did as truly and pro belong ro 
the King, 2s did the right of Inveſture intro Epiſcopacies , 
which the King was likewife Founder, till the Popes Canon 
Law was firſt admirred into this Kingdome, which fell out in 
the dayes of K. Her.r. and King Stephen, And afcerwards the 
Extravagants of Pope Bonifacethe 8. (called by that name, 
becanſe they were exty« Canonrrw)the admiſſion of theſe Laws 
into this Kingdome, rogerher with -the Popes Bulls , ſwelled 
the Archi-epiſcopall Authority into a Papal JuriſdiRtion (for 
ſo was ##feime called in the dayes of Hen:'s. '{ Alterins orbis 
Papa) which continued fwelling much worſe afterwards, till 
it received a Pargarion inthe dayes of Hen. 8. And by this 
uftxped power it'was, that the Biſhops of themſelycs, wirh- 
ont the Kings Authority did viſit Univerfities; and doeother 
Aqts belonging ro the Crown, unill the dayes of Hem. 8. &c. 
I could fay much more on this jubjet, but Mr. Pryx ſaves me 
labour , for it dorh -nor by rhoſe two Chartcrs 
(which he {6 mnch boaſts x Lenoir his Book) of Rich. 2. 
and Hen 4. and confirmed afterwards by Act of Parliament, 
23 Hen. 4. that the Archi-epifcopall vifiration of the Uni- 
verſtties, was any other then a uſurparion, de fas, permitred 
by Rith, 2.:and Hey. 4, not @ Juriſdiftion of Right. This ap--

peares plainly by the Charter of 12. Cerol; which he menti- 
ons in tis Polition,and cites ar large pag: 35,36, 37,38:(which 
Charter mentions the two forwer Charters; where: it is thus 
ſaid, Primo o& ante omnia or probationes legitimas & per con- 
ceſcronem utriuſq, partis nobis conſtabat, Nos jure Corone noſtre 
Anglie habuiſſe & habere poteſtatem wiſitandi Univerſuates prey 
dictas, quoties & qnandocung, nobis:&: ſueceſſoribus noſtris vi- 
um fuerit * And afterwards, pag. 38. where the King gives 
the Arch-Biſhop leave to viſit, (and giving of leave declares 
a right):not once in his life, but as oft as he ſhall ſee reaſona- 
ble cauſe, which hath this reſtrition, Ex cauſa rationabili,e#e. 
per nos & ſucteſſores noftros primitus approbanda + By whichit 
appcares that the granting of this Viſitation of the Vniver{i- 
ties belongs tothe Crowne, and the cauſe of Viliting after the 
Graunt muſt be firſt approved by the King : and therefore his 
faying, pag. 10.and pag.21. that Rzch. 2.and H, 4. in their 
Charters diſclaimed the ſole Right of viſiting the Vniverſi- 
ties : and pag. 39. that King Charles in his Charter to the late 
Arch-Bithop diſavowed it ,is moſt notoriouſly untrue,and no 
ſuch thing is to be found in them. Path 
The Author W, ?. in the proſecution of the proofe of his 
ſecond Poſition, hath conſumed almoſt 40. pages of paper, 
and I beleeve as many dayes of time, and the Logick of al 
amounts bur to this, that the Arch-biſhops of Cart. have an- 
cently been Vititors of the Vniverſity of Oxford, and have ſo 
been confirmed by the Letters Patents of three Kings of Eng- 
land. The Arch-Biſhops of Cart. are now extin, and gone 
(which this Author well knowes, having a cheit hand in cur- 
ting off the laſt) Ergo, the King 'and ſach as are immediate! 
ſent by him, (for ſo is the Vniverſities Pleato be bed, 
and is ſo confeſſed by FW. P. pag. 54.) are not the ſole Viſitors 
of the Vniverlity : How this Argument holds together, leave ir
